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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are unpersuasive. The applicant 
has argued that the shock absorbers do not extend in different directions, because they are all perpendicular to the bottom. Some shock 
aborbers extend in a front bottom direction, others in a back bottom direction relative to the housing. The applicant has not defined what 
different directions entails and assumes it means parallel or perpendicular. The applicant has argued that 22 is not a shock absorber and 
therefore cannot be the same material as the rigid housing. Any device that absorbs a shock which 22 would be the first to receive a shock 
if the item was dropped, could qualify as a shock absorber. The shock absorber as defined by 22 is integral with the housing and of the 
same material. The applicant has argued that the reference does not disclose a fragile element rigidly mounted. This is unpersuasive as 
well. The Bridges reference clearly stating that a portable computer is mounted inside of the housing. .
